PLANTING  DIRECTIONS 

So  that  the  seeds  will  germinate  readily  and  the  plants  grow  and  flower  to  perfec¬ 
tion,  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  soil  condition  and  especially  if  small  seeds  are  sown. 
The  ground  should  be  worked  up  well  and  if  the  soil  is  heavy  lightened  up  with  well  rot¬ 
ted  manure  or  sandy  loam.  If  this  is  not  done  the  soil  is  apt  to  become  hardened  or  baked 
before  the  tender  plants  get  large  enough  to  take  care  of  themselves.  Small  seeds  must 
not  be  planted  deep  and  most  flower  seeds  germinate  better  if  planted  near  the  surface. 
Sweet  peas,  sunflowers,  beans  and  some  of  the  larger  seeds  can  be  planted  fairly  deep. 


Alyssum  or  Carpet  of  Snow

See  that  your  plants  have  a  chance  by 
planting  them  in  well  subdued  and  rich  soil 
in  a  sunny  location  and  away  from  trees  or 
anything  that  will  take  the  moisture  and 
substance  necessary  for  the  growth  of  the 
flowers.  Remember  that  the  flowers  are 
monstrous  affairs  in  proportion  to  the  plant 
and  must  be  fed  well  during  the  year  to 
bring  forth  the  grandest  blossoms  any  plant 
is  blessed  with.  In  planting,  cover  the  eyes 
about  two  to  three  inches  unless  your  soil 
is  quite  sandy,  in  which  case  the  plants  can 
be  covered  a  little  deeper.  Do  not  place 
fresh  fertilizer  near  the  roots.  Mulch  light¬ 
ly  the  first  winter.
